DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The response filed on 09/10/2009 has been fully considered and entered into the 
record. Claim 2-17 are cancelled and the rejections applying to the cancelled claims 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 18-24 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: The prior art considered individually or in 
combination fails to teach a method for making a plurality of optical elements using a 
tool having a spacer and having at least one spacer portion protruding from the replication 
surface, the at least one spacer portion comprising at least a portion arranged between the 
structural features corresponding to different optical elements.
